ing to that Meeting did boldly affirm to me, before ma- 
ny Witneſſes, that the Blood of Chriſt that was out- 
wardly ſhed upon the Croſs could do him no and 
he did extremely blame me, for owning to Mr. Jab 
Cotton the Miniſter of Hampron Pariſh, about Twelve 
Years paſt, that we were juſtified and ſanctiſied by that 
Blood of Chriſt's Body that was outwardly ſhed on the 
Croſs, and did earneſtly contend that the Blood of Chriſt, 
whereby the. faithful are ſaid in n to be. juſti- 
fied and ſanctiſſed, was not any outward Blood of Chriſt, 
but the inward Blood of the Light within them, as they 
had learned from George Fox, and George Whitehead, 
and other Quaker Authors, in their Printed Books, 
whereof I have gixen a large and full Account, in ſeveral 
of my Printed ; Narratives at Zo»dov, particularly the 
Heſt, third, and fourth.

| Quaker's Upterending, by \ informing him, that by 
aur being juſtified and ſanctiſied by the Blood of Chri 
that was outwardly ſhed, was not meant that it was 
by any material or out ward . of that Blood to 
us, but by. the Merit of our Bleſſed Saviour 's Paſſion and 
Death, in his being a moſt. ſatisfactory and acceptable

whereupon they generally concluded to deſert t . 
ers  pnchy and return to their Miniſter; for, faid 
they, if this be the way of it, that pholding the 
Quakers Miniſters that come among us be ſo chargeable, 
far above what we pay to the Miniſter: of the Pariſh, 
we will go back again to our 'own” Minifter Mr. John 
"Pike, and accordingly ſo they did, and continue hearing 


their own Miniſter, who is of good Fame among the 
Wei 


ghbourhood, and whom we intended to have viſited 
at his Houſe, bur it happened that he was abroad ; 
however fuch as were more throughly leavened with 
\Quakeriſm,' keeped up their Meetings, and have Built 
_ 1 ora to where we did viſit 
them, and difcourſe with them as abovementioned,

(which they commonly utter in their Meetings) upon 
the Holy Ghoſt, which is a moſt dreadful Sin. He ſaid, 
Vice was ſet up, which was a reflexion upon the Govern- 


ment there, becauſe ſome were lately made Juſtices of the 


Peace on Lovg-I/land, that were not greatly affected to 
Quakeriſm, After he had done, he went away out of the 
Meeting in all haſt, fearing (I ſuppoſe) he ſhould be que- 
tioned about the things he had faid. I ſtood up ar 
gain to ſpeak in their Meeting, but they made a new 
interruption, and threatned me with being guilty of 
the breach of the Act of Toleration, and that by my 
ſo doing, I hid put my felf Twenry Pounds in the 
een's Debt; I told them, I had not broke the Act 
of Toleration, for I made no interruption, but was 
filent all the while that their Preacher was ſpeaking; 
but they had broke, the Act of Toleration, by inter- 
rupting me, when I began to Speak; they told me, I 
had no right to Speak in their Meetings, I anſwe- 
red, I had better right to Speak in theſe Meeting- 

- Houſes, than any of their Speakers had; at this they 
| ſeemed greatly to Wonder; and asked how I could 
- make that appear, for the Houſe and Ground was theirs, 
which they had bought with , their Mony, and to 
which I had contributed nothing: And one of them 
was ſo hot, that he commanded me to go out of the 
Houſe, for it was his Houle, and for me to ſtay 5

ry to Law, 
and he could Proſecute me. I Anſwered him, it was 
not his Property; all who have a Mind to come in- 
to that Houſe at Meeting time, may come, it being 
appointed for a Religious Meeting-Houſe, where all 
- have a common Right; and according to the Act 
of Toleration, ye are bound to keep your Doors o- 
pen where ye Meet; and if ye ſhut them againſt me, 
or any, we may proſecute you by Law. But, ſaid they, 
How has thou a better right to ſpeak in our Meeting- 
"Houſe than we? I told them, in a double reſpect: 
Firſt, that Meeting-Houſe was appointed for the ſervice 
of Truth, (which is their own manner of Phraſe,) 
and that what was Truth, ſhould be ſpoken in it, and 
not falſnood and error; and therefore, while 1 | 
Truth in it, and your Speakers ſpeak not Truth, but 
Falſhood and errors, I have a better right than they. 
' Secondly, None of your Speakers have any right to 
Speak in your Meeting-Houſes, becauſe ye have not 
your Meeting-Houſes Licenſed, as the Act of Toleration 
expreſly requires; nor have any of your Preachers 
qualified themſelves as that Act expreſs, viz. to Si 
to Thirty-four of the ! Articles of Religion of the 
Church of England; this they have not done, nor can 
da), becauſe the Quakers Principles are contrary to 
maoſt of them, or rather indeed to them all, whereas 
Is am qualified, as the Act requires. They accuſed me, 
that I came not in Love to Preach to them, but was 
-hired by the Biſhops to come, and that the Love of 
Money brought me to America, and not Love to their 
Souls, I told them it was a. falſe accuſation. 
I owned it, that God had raiſed up Friends to aſſiſt 
me with Money, in ſuch a chargeable Uadertaking ; 
ut this was no more than what the Quakers at Lan- 
An did, who largely ſupply the Travelling Friends

ny out of their National Stock, beſide what they ga- 
ther up in the ſeveral Meetings in America, Which 
they viſit. They replyed, they never knew any Mo-

It is a thing well enough known to themſelves, that

But as 
L:then declared, and I now declare, I had no Mo- 


ny delivered to me by Miles Forſter, to give to the 


Quakers ae London, whether Poor or Rich. At my- 
coming from America, in the Year 1693, the ſaid 


Miles Forſter gave me a Bill of 40 Pounds Engliſh * 


Mony to be paid me at Loudon, to my own proper 
ule; (he being, indebted to me, in ſome part of the 


like-- i 
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nike Sum.) But the Mony of this Bill, was no part 
of the Poors Mony, but was Miles Forſters own Mo- 
ny, which he drew by Bill, upon a Perfon at Lomuaus 
that did owe him a far greater Sum; the which 
Bill was duly paid to me. When he gave me that 
Bill, he told me what was the occaſion and cauſe, that 
moved him to do it, which was this, That to his 
certain knowledge, Col. Wef, out of the ſpecial re- 
ſpect and love he had to me, by his reading my Books, 
about the time the difference betwixt the Quakers of 
_  Penfilvania, and me, about matters of Religion began, 
had defigned to give me ſome confiderable Bene- 
faction; and in order to that, when he lay ſick at 
Miles Forſter's Houſe at New-Tork, he deſired Myles 
Forſter to Write to me to come to him. I was then 
living with my Family at Philadelphia; diſtant about 
an Hundred Miles from New-Tork. After I received 
this Meſſage, I made all the haſt I could to go to 
Neu- Tori unto him. But it ſo happened, that Col. 
Weſt was Dead and Buried before l arrived. To an- 
ſwer the intent of Col. Weſt, Myles told me, he gave 
me that Bill, to be paid to me at London, as ſome 
gratification to me, for the reſpect Col. Weſt had to me, 
and alſo for the labour, and charge, I was at in 
my Journey, to come unto him. But none of the 
Money of that Bill, was any part of what 
Col. Weſt left in his Will to the Poor of the Quakers 
at London, but was Myles Forſters own Money, which 
Was owing to him at London by the Perſon on whom 
he drew that Bill. If Myles Forſter paid himſelf again 
that Money he gave me to my own proper uſe, out 
of that part of Col. Weſt's Eſtate, that was left in 
Legacy to the Poor of the Quakers at London, Myles 
|  . Forſter was to be accountable to the Quakers; if | 
 _ *haveany right to it, for his ſo doing, and not I; for it 
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was ſimply Miles Forſters benefaction to me, though 
he gave it to me on Col. Weſt's Account; Col. Weſt 
having left to him, not only a conſiderable Legacy, 
as being his Executor, but had alſo left to him in his 

Will, full Power to diſpoſe of what Money was left 

to the Poor of the Quakers at London, to what Qua- 
kers, or what fort of Quakers he thought fit; for no 
Names of Quakers, nor ſort of Quakers were mentioned 
in the Will, nor no Name of apy Meeting of Quakers 

mentioned therein, (there being at that time two ſorts 
of Quakers at London oppoſite to one another) and Miles 
Forſter informed me, that much, if not moſt of war 
was left by Col. Weft in his Will to the Poor of h K; 
Quakers at London, was depending on a Conditionexs..”* 
preſſed in the Will, that was not performed, and by 

_ ſomewhat that happened could not, nor ever can be 
performed; and conſequently the far greateſt part there- 
of, which was much more than the contents of that 
Bill which he gave to me, did wholly belong by right - 

to him, being the Executor. But the Quakers and 
Miles Forſter, are to debate the cafe betwixt them. 

The Quakers Lawyers at New-Tprk, have ſufficiently. 
informed them, that they can have no Claim or 

Action againſt me, for what I received of Miles Forſter. 
And Miles Forſters Lawyers, have declared their Mind 
in the Caſe, that the Quakers can have no right to 
ſue him, for what he gave to me, whether he gave 

it out of the Money left in Col. Veſts Will to the 
Poor, or otherwiſe. Becauſe, by the Will, he had 
Power to give to me what part of it he pleaſed, as 
well as to any other. And when I was lately with - 
Miles Forſter, at Amboy in Eaſt Ferſey, where he now 
lives; he told me ſome London Quakers had ſent their 

Letter of Attorney to ſome Quakers of New-Tork 
Province, to demand of him the Poors Money, that 
was left to their Poor n by the Will of Col.

ig about it; and that he asked them, By what Right 
"theſe Quakers at London did demand that Money, 
more than any other Quakers there, ſeeing their Names 
were not in the Will, nor che Names of any other, ei- 
ther of Perſons, or Meetings, But to this they could 
give no ſatisfactory Anſwer, and fo the Matter remains 
in ſuſpence betwixt them.
